As an e x a m ­ 
ple it is stated th a t only one, af

eig h ty tw o who took 
the

was, 
able to nam e m ore than seven of 
the 
avenues. 
T he guides who have been 
longest 
in th e service, it is stated at th e office 
of the com mission, m ade the 
w eakest 
show ing in the 
tests, 
the 
y o u n g er 
c-uides who have 
m ade 
a 
th o ro u g h 
study of the field and the conduct 
of 
the b attle sh ow ing the results of th e ir the prem ium list always

Fitted Up aa Bathrooms For the Euro­ 
pean Soldiers at the Frqnt. 
W ar ho* shown a number of uses for 
the motor vehicle little dream ed of in 
times of pence. 
The latest develop-1 
roent In connection with mechanical 
transport as a motor bathroom built 
for the St. John Ambulance associa­ 
tion of London. 
Large canvases to 
form two tent bathrooms I r e roiled up 
under shelves on each side of the body 
and tent poles and other accessories are 
carried on the roof. 
The size of these 
bathrooms is about 8 by IO feet, and 
there are six ‘baths each. 
fn the car are two circulating boil­ 
ers, which supply hot w ater at about 
two gallons a minute to taps from 
which the w ater is taken to the baths 
by means of a hose pipe. 
'File boilers 
are heated by paraffin vapor supplied 
under pressure, aud tile paraffin is 
stored in a fifty ga!l *n tank, which 
rah l»e refilled by menus of a hand 
ptffbp and hose. 
Inside the car are 
stgye cupboards ai d shelves, with a 
large fumigating cupboard capable of 
bolding tw enty suits of clothes. 
The 
latter are (denned and disinfected by 
vapor rising from a tank containing 
w ater and chemicals. 
The motor bathrooms can be carried 
on any tw enty to thirty horsepower 
chassis and not a very long wheel base 
Is required.
